Cinciruk went into the 
University of Alberta Hospi¬ 
tal last October to be treated 
for a bum after accidentally 
scalding herself with boiling 
water. An assessment was 
done of Cincimk’s mental 
capacity and she was 
deemed to have dementia. 

But her lawyer, Allan Gar¬ 
ber, told court Monday that 
the senior, whose native 
language is Ukrainian and 
whose English skills are 
poor, didn’t understand the 
questions put to her. 

The society says some 
members of the woman’s 
family told doctors that 
their mother wasn’t eating 
properly and couldn’t care 
for herself.

The workshop is being 
held until May 7, and will 
be instructed by interna¬ 
tional bakers Peter Rein¬ 
hart and Didier Rosada. 

“In this class we are 
making whole grain bread 
using what might be con¬ 


sidered advanced bakery- 
techniques to get best 
flavour out of the whole 
grain flower,” said Peter 
Reinhart, baking instruc¬ 
tor at Johnson and Wales 
University in Charlotte, 
N.C. 

“The problem right now 
is that a lot of people 
want to eat whole grains 
because they know it is 
better for them, and the 
public has finally been 
convinced that this is the 
better way to go, but they 
don’t like the products as 
much because the bakers 
haven’t really focused on 
them.” 


Those attending the 
workshop will also be 
learning different mixing 
techniques, and different 
ways to make bread based 
on the fermentation of 
the dough. 

“They are two-day 
workshops, with two dif¬ 
ferent groups,” said Alan 
Dumonceaux, chair of 
the baking program at 
NAIT. 

“So the techniques 
learned today with Rein¬ 
hart will carry through to 
tomorrow with a variety 
of different breads, and 
then they will switch with 
Didier’s class.”

Cops corral 78 in 
crime ring bust 


A nine-month 
investigation culminated 
early yesterday morning 
as police conducted sever¬ 
al raids across Ontario, ar¬ 
resting 78 people and ex¬ 
posing the “tentacles” of a 
Jamaican criminal organi¬ 
zation known as the 
Shower Posse. 

More than 1,000 police 
officers fanned out across 
Ottawa and the Greater 
Toronto Area yesterday 
morning as they executed 
105 simultaneous, pre¬ 
dawn searches. The raids 
yielded at least 78 arrests, 
as well as $30,000 cash, 
$10,500 in casino cheques, 
19 firearms, diamonds, co¬ 
caine, marijuana, hashish 
oil, vehicles and more than 
10,000 ecstasy pills. 

The police investigation,

dubbed Project Corral, was 
instigated in August 2009 as 
a response to a spike of vio¬ 
lence in northwest Toronto. 

The investigation was ini¬ 
tially aimed at two street- 
level gangs — the Falstaff 
Crips and the Five Point 
Generals — but police were 
eventually led to an umbrel¬ 
la organization called the 
Shower Posse, a Jamaican 
criminal organization po¬ 


lice described as an “inter¬ 
national organized crime 
group that has tentacles in¬ 
to this street-level group ... 
and is profiting from their 
criminal activities.” 

“Over the course of this 
investigation, a more sig¬ 
nificant organized crime in¬ 
volvement has been identi¬ 
fied,” Toronto police Chief 
Bill Blair said yesterday.

WILDLIFE An oil spill off 
Canada’s East Coast would 
threaten millions of 
seabirds and fragile fish 
populations, warns a 
marine biologist who says 
governments and operators 
have failed to prepare for 
such a disaster, especially 
in light of recent events in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Ian Jones, an expert in 
seabird populations, said a 
variety of marine birds 
flock to the nutrient-rich 
waters on the continental 
shelf about 250 kilometres 
off the Newfoundland 
coast. The area is a key 
feeding ground for wildlife 
that migrate from both 
poles, but one Jones says is 
vulnerable to pollution 
from the three oil fields 
now in production nearby.

There’s an old saying that 
doctors treat ailing 
humans while veterinari¬ 
ans deal with everything 
else. “We say real doctors 
work on more than one 
species/’ laughs Kylie 
Evans, director of student 
services at the University 
of Calgary’s faculty of 
veterinarian medicine. 

Becoming a vet requires 
a mix of academic achieve¬ 


ment and personal disposi¬ 
tion. Calgary, like most vet 
programs, selects students 
based on strong grades 
and a strong interview 
convincing them the po¬ 
tential student can make 
the cut. Only about 30 of 
the 150 annual applicants 
are accepted. 

The four-year program 
is hands-on and students 
work with real animals 
within weeks of starting. 
“There’s a lot to learn so 
it’s generally an intense 
course,” Evans says. 

Evans is originally from 
Australia and has worked 
in several countries as a 
small-animal vet. The em¬ 
ployability is a huge plus 


to the field, she says. 

“I don’t think I’ve ever 
met an unemployed vet,” 
she says. “There’s a veteri- 
naiy shortage throughout 
the world.” 

Serge Messier, a faculty 
member at the University 
of Montreal, says they take 
about 90 students a year 
and 85 per cent are fe¬ 
male. 

The mostly French-lan¬ 
guage programs are large¬ 
ly set, but students can 
chose electives in later 
years to point to more spe¬ 
cific career paths. The fifth 
year is clinical rotations 
and everyone emerges 
with the same qualifica¬ 
tion as a general veteri-

naiy practitioner, whether 
they want to work with 
cats and dogs or cows and 
horses. 

“Those that go on the 
job market don’t have any 
difficulty finding places to 
work,” he says. 

Douglas Freeman, dean 
of the Western College of 
Veterinarian Medicine at 
the University of 
Saskatchewan, adds that 
it’s true, so long as you’re 
flexible about field and lo¬ 
cation.

move on. Seldom did they 
protest and if they did — it 
often did not matter. Now, 
armed with the knowl¬ 
edge that they can resign 
instead and sue for con¬ 
structive dismissal, em¬ 
ployees faced with a prob¬ 
lem at work will call their 
lawyer. 

What is a constructive 
dismissal and when will 
this claim succeed? 
Changed hours of work 

If a specific shift or cer¬ 
tain hours have become 
customary, an employer 
cannot make any real 
change without that em¬ 
ployee’s consent. In a re¬ 
cent Ontario case, the court 
found that Ken Blair was 
constructively dismissed 
because, after nine years of 
working only rotating 
shifts, his company sudden¬ 
ly forced him to work 
nights. 

Reduction in compensation 

Pay cuts, even minor 
ones, can permit an em¬ 


ployee to leave and then 
sue for severance. There 
are cases where a five per 
cent reduction in overall 
pay was viewed as a dis¬ 
missal, but there are also 
cases where a 13 per cent 
decline was rejected. As 
well, since compensation is 
made up of benefits, 
bonuses or any other 
perquisite, a change to 
these terms can also 
amount to a dismissal. 
Harassment or 
discrimination 
Harassed employees can 
leave and then sue for 
damages as if they had just 
been fired. But since ha¬ 
rassment is often in the 
eyes of the beholder, a 
tough boss may not neces¬ 
sarily mean there will be a 
successful claim. The em¬ 
ployee must objectively 
show that there was no 
other reasonable option 
but to immediately leave. 
Changed responsibilities 
Unless a contract states 
otherwise, an employee is 
hired for a defined job and 
this cannot be changed 
without consent. Since em¬ 
ployers cannot “force” new 
duties on employees, usual¬ 
ly these occur over time 
and it is often by design. 
However, whether a job 
gradually changes or is 
changed overnight will sel¬ 
dom matter. The courts will 
ask whether the job the 
employee is performing is 
what she was hired to do.

life,” he asserts. “If you 
want employees to be de¬ 
cent and honourable, you 
must be decent and hon¬ 
ourable. It is too often 
missing in a person and a 
manager.” 

Sounds simple, doesn't 
it? Well, it is. As The Good 
Manager illustrates, from 
administrators hoping to 
cast off a heavy-handed 
image to those avoiding it 
entirely, in the pursuit of 
altruism, one doesn’t re¬ 
quire decades of experi¬ 
ence and a degree in orga¬ 
nizational management. 

Instead, respected lead¬ 
ers need only focus on six 
basic principles common 
to the most effective man¬ 
agers: Like what you do, be 
knowledgeable about your 
job/industry, possess solid 
organizational abilities, 
work hard, make work fun 
and, most importantly, be 
a good person. 

When coupled with a 
genuine interest in em¬ 
ployees, Gualco believes 
his process benefits not 
only current and future 
managers but also staff 


who seek a better under¬ 
standing/appreciation for 
their directors. As a 
bonus, he notes that the 
merits of strong leader¬ 
ship tactics also extend in¬ 
to one’s personal life. 

“(These fundamentals) 
motivate people along the 
intellectual and moral 
spectrum from self-inter¬ 
est to human interest, neg¬ 
ativity to positivity, dark¬ 
ness to enlightenment, 
hate to friendship and 
from evil to good,” he de¬ 
clares. 

However, Gualco’s vi¬ 
sion holds up well, yet 
scholastic analysis 

prompts a strong caveat 
from Lisa Guglielmi, MEd, 
CHRP Professor for Seneca 
College’s Centre for Hu¬ 
man Resources and Coor¬ 
dinator of their Human 
Resources Strategy And 
Technology Degree. 

Agreeing with his over¬ 
all goal of improving em¬ 
ployee/managerial rela¬ 
tionships via a set of crite¬ 
rion, she stresses the need 
for deep understanding of

Tribute one for ages 

Mazda SUV's winning formula has stood test of time

When it comes to the old 
line, “If it ain't broke, don't 
fix it," there are several au¬ 
to manufacturers who 
have one or two offerings 
that have stood the test of 
time. 

The Ford Escape and the 
Mazda Tribute — a pair of 
compact SUVs — are two 
prime examples. However, 
they continue to sell like 
hotcakes, despite the aging 
bones hiding underneath 
the botox’d sheet metal. 

Of the two, the Tribute is 
the one aimed at a more ur¬ 
ban environment. Given 
Mazda’s penchant for creat¬ 
ing solid driving machines,

it’s also the more satisfying 
one to pilot. 

The 2010 version we had 
on test was the entry-level 
GX, powered by the com¬ 
pany’s new 171-hp 2.5-litre 
four-cylinder engine, mat¬ 
ed to an optional six-speed 
automatic transmission. 


While it is possible to get 
all-wheel drive with the 
base engine, ours sent pow¬ 
er only to the fronts. But 
winter tires and a bunch of 
safety systems, like trac¬ 
tion and stability control, 
meant there was little that 
could get the Tribute really 
stuck. 

The upside of driving a 
four-banger is good gas 
mileage, and the Mazda 
doesn’t disappoint, with rat¬ 
ings of 10.1/7.2 L/100 Ion 
(city/highway). 

Compared to the firmly 
tuned CX-7 crossover that’s 
roughly the same size and 
uses the same four-cylinder 
engine, the Tribute is softer 
and more comfortable on 
the highway, but still main¬ 
tains some nimble moves. 


It does feel quicker, 
though, because it has sig¬ 
nificantly less weight to 
haul around. 

It’s inside the cabin 
where the Tribute falls 
down compared to its ri¬ 
vals. While Mazda has ap¬ 
plied its own touches — 
like the glossy piano-blaclc 
inserts on the centre con¬ 
sole — on a design largely 
created by Ford, the re¬ 
sults are underwhelming. 

There’s only so much you 
can do when you’re restrict¬ 
ed by a body that hasn’t 
changed substantially in 10 
years. 

Starting at nearly $23,450, 
the Tribute’s very close to 
the technically superior of¬ 
ferings from Honda and 
Hyundai.

Aldighieri is a professor 
in Human Factors, as well 
as an ergonomics engineer, 
and is currently a member 
of Ford’s Global Human 
Machine Interface (HMI) 
team. 

With those credentials, 
I’m picturing maybe a 
cross between Iron Man 
and my Grade 10 math 
teacher, Mr. Runstettler. 

But Aldighieri, a Windsor 
native and University of 
Waterloo grad, is very 
much his own man, an ar¬ 
ticulate, youngish, urbane 
guy, wearing a black T-shirt 
and blue jeans. 

The theme of the confer¬ 
ence is how people interact 
with technology — some¬ 
thing the HMI team has 
been examining for the last 
four years, as it developed 
MyFord and MyLincoln, the 
automaker’s new way of 
connecting the driver to all 
the vehicle’s information 
and entertainment fea¬ 
tures. 

“In 2006, Derek Kuzalc 
(VP, Global Product De¬ 
sign), was looking at what 
was coming, this onslaught 
of information possibili¬ 
ties. He determined that 
we had to do something 
differently, to help people 
manage information in a 


car. He told us to come up 
with ‘a mouse.’ What the 
mouse did for the comput¬ 
ing industry, that’s what he 
wanted for the car — that 
was the assignment.” 

The HMI team then 
formed, the first cross¬ 
functional team to work on 
this aspect of the vehicle. 

It consisted of Aldighieri 
(Human Factors), a product 
designer, an ergonomics 


engineer, and an electron¬ 
ics engineers. MyLin¬ 
coln debuted on the 2011 
Lincoln MKX, while My¬ 
Ford debuted on the 2011 
Ford Edge and Focus. Basi¬ 
cally, they do away with 
traditional joysticks and ro¬ 
tary dials, and use five-way 
controllers on the steering 
wheel, LED touch screens, 
and voice commands. 

“Part of my speech will 


touch on Moore's law, 
which essentially states 
that there will always be 
more technology tomor¬ 
row than there is today,” 


says Aldighieri. 

“There will always be 
more technology wanting 
to get into the car... But 
human capability isn’t real¬ 


ly changing too much; 
we’re stuck with our neu¬ 
rons ... So the job of the 
human-machine interface 
is to create strategies to 
bring those technologies 
under the (human capabili¬ 
ty) line. And in a car it’s 
even more critical, as there 
is also this big task called 
‘driving.’” 

But the saving grace of 
technology, according to 
Paul, is that technology al¬ 
so gives you the tools to 
manage those other tech¬ 
nologies. 

The prime one for the ve¬ 
hicle moving forward will 
be voice command. How 
else, asks Aldighieri, could 
you deal with thousands of 
songs on your music player 
and hundreds of numbers 
in your phone contact list? 

But do you feel weird 
talking to your car? I do. 
Paul says many others do 
too. So Ford’s voice com¬ 
mand systems will be avail¬ 
able in elevated stages, so 
you can take as much as 
you’re cool with. 

But in the long run, I say 
you better get over it. Voice 
command, along with 
touch screens, is how it’s 
going to be.

While it isn’t new technol¬ 
ogy, it’s one of the more 
misunderstood: Subaru’s 
famous “boxer” engine 
and Symmetrical All- 
Wheel-Drive. Just about 
everyone’s heard the 
terms, but aren’t sure ex¬ 
actly what they mean. 

“We’ve been using the 
boxer engine since 1965,” 
says Peter Johnson, prod¬ 
uct specialist for sales 
training for Subaru Cana¬ 


da. 

“Every engine that we 
sell in North America is a 
boxer.” 

Also called a “flat” or 
“pancake” engine, a boxer 
engine’s pistons lie flat on 
either side of the crank¬ 
shaft, unlike an inline en¬ 
gine, where they’re up¬ 
right, or a V engine, where 
they’re slanted on either 
side of the crankshaft in 
the shape that gives the 
engine its name, as in V6. 

“There are key advan¬ 
tages to having a boxer en¬ 
gine,” Johnson says. “It sits 


lower in the vehicle than a 
conventional engine so 
there’s a lower centre of 
gravity for better handling. 
There are better aerody¬ 
namics, because the hood 
line can be lower. There’s 
improved passive safety: 
because the engine sits on 
a downward angle, it “sub¬ 
marines” under the pas¬ 
senger compartment in a 
severe collision. It’s also 
lightweight, and that im¬ 
proves handling, braking, 
acceleration and weight 
distribution.” 

Boxer engines are also 


inherently smoother, be¬ 
cause the pistons on one 
side counteract the vibra¬ 
tion of pistons on the oth¬ 
er. Other engines usually 
contain a balance shaft to 
offset the piston vibration; 
boxer engines don’t need 
this heavy extra part. 

The boxer engine is a 
key part of Subaru’s Sym¬ 
metrical All-Wheel-Drive - 
which isn’t, as many peo¬ 
ple think, an equal 
amount of power going to 
each wheel. Rather, it de¬ 
scribes the system’s sym¬ 
metrical design. 


Subaru engines are lon¬ 
gitudinal, facing front to 
rear, with the transmission 
connected at the back of 
the engine. 

“The advantage is that 


you have a long-travel 
front suspension, because 
you have equal-length axle 
shafts, and that absorbs 
road irregularities better,” 
Johnson says.

COMMON ISSUES: The Jetta 
and Golf were popular for 
many reasons, but relative 
reliability wasn’t one of 
them. A list of careful 
checks is advised prior to 
setting off on a test-drive. 
Check for smooth, opera¬ 
tion of all power windows 
in both directions, and 
spend some time ensuring 
all interior electronic de¬ 
vices work as expected- 
noting that many owners 
have reported niggling elec¬ 
trical and 
wiring 
prob¬ 


lems. An illuminated check- 
engine light, hesitation un¬ 
der acceleration or poor 
overall performance could 
be the result of a failed or 
failing engine control sen¬ 
sor. If you notice any of 
these symptoms, be sure to 
have them addressed. 

Skip any model with an 
automatic gearbox that 
feels jerky or hard during 
gear changes, and also 
avoid models with the 1.8 
liter turbo engine if its full 
service history isn’t avail¬ 
able. These engines were 
known for a potentially fa¬ 
tal oil sludge problem that 
could be an issue if the oil 
wasn’t changed religiously. 

THE VERDICT: If you’re set 
on a Jetta or Golf for its 
upscale driving experi¬ 
ence, be sure to 
have any

In the world of the premi¬ 
um mid-sized sport sedan, 
the arrival of a fresh BMW 
5 Series is no small affair. 
The Five has pretty much 
set the standard for engag¬ 
ing dynamics in this cate¬ 
gory 

The outgoing model, 
penned by then BMW de¬ 
sign chief Chris Bangle, cre¬ 
ated quite a kerfuffle when 
it was launched almost six 
years ago — angular and in- 
your-face with leering cat’s 
eyes headlights. 

Viewing the all-new sixth 
generation 2011 535i for 
the first time (coming to 
Canada June 2010 along 
with the V8 550i), it’s clear 
the Bangle-era of BMW is 
history. 

Current design head Adri¬ 
an van Hooydonk has ar¬ 
rived at a considerably less 
daring saloon. It’s softer, 
more elegant, and with a 
wheelbase stretch of 80 
mm, the Five’s front wheels 
are pushed well forward, 
leaving very little overhang. 
There are some nice design 
touches here like the 
prominent hood ridges and 
large twin-kidney grill, but 
overall this new Five looks 
as though it will blend into 
the automotive landscape 
largely unnoticed.

The BMW 5 Series has al¬ 
ways been defined by the 
driving experience, so how 
does this sedan shape up?

and gains Valvetronic throt- 
tle-less intake technology. 
All you really need to know 
is this is a seriously great en¬ 
gine, making a sonorous 
and lag-free 300 hp and 300 
lb.-ft from 1200-5000 r.p.m. 
It is coupled to a new eight- 
speed auto — a six-speed 
manual transmission will 
also be available in the 535i 
and V8 550i. 

The fresh interior bene¬ 
fits from a more elegant de¬ 
sign and finer detailing, 
bringing it up to speed with 
the Audi A6 and new Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz E-Class. The cen¬ 
tre stack is angled seven de¬ 
grees towards the driver, 
giving the car an intimate 
cockpit feel. 

If you wish to throw a 
bunch of money at your as 
yet unpriced 2011 535i, 
BMW will be happy to 
oblige.

N.Y. seeks to silence tour buses 


Tourists love to see New 
York City from atop open- 
air double-decker 
sightseeing buses, but the 
noisy loudspeakers on 
board have driven New 
Yorkers they pass to wear 
ear plugs at home and 
keep their windows shut 
tight. 

The City Council passed 


a measure last week that 
requires the buses to re¬ 
place loudspeaker systems 
with headphones. A phase- 
in period begins in July 
2011. By July 2015, all 
open-air sightseeing buses 
operating citywide must 
use headphones. 

New York City’s sightsee¬ 
ing bus fleet has grown 


rapidly since the buses ap¬ 
peared on streets in the 
early 1990s. Efforts to quiet 
their noisy loudspeakers 
have persisted for years, 
particularly in more resi¬ 
dential neighbourhoods 
like the West Village, S 0 H 0 
and Chinatown in Manhat¬ 
tan and in parts of Brook¬ 
lyn.

With Mother's Day quickly 
approaching, this isn't just 
a reminder to order flow¬ 
ers, buy a card and book 
brunch for dear mumsy; 
it's also a reminder that, at 
least in Hollywood, moms 
are still trying to get out 
of the kitchen. 

“We’ve made some 
strides certainly as a cul¬ 
ture,” states University of 
Toronto Cinema Studies 
Professor Corinn 

Columpar. “But I think 
there’s a lot of holdover 
from the past.” 

The traditional image of 
on-screen mothers has 
surely evolved since the 
mid-’60s when pre-femi¬ 
nist films like The Thrill of 
it All portrayed Doris Day 
as a mom who makes it in 
the working world only to 
concede to her begrudging 
husband that she wants to 
“go back to just being a 
doctor’s wife.” 

However, as Columpar 
contends, most main¬ 
stream movies still feature 
maternal roles that fit into 
either one of two tradition¬ 
al cinematic archetypes: 
The self-sacrificing martyr 
(typified by classics like 
Mildred Pierce or Stella 
Dallas) or the domineering 
mother (as in Mommie 
Dearest or even Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Psycho). 

“Think about Precious,” 
says Columpar of the re¬ 
cent Oscar-nominated 
domineering-mother dra¬ 
ma. “Precious is basically 
all about a girl having to 
define herself against her 
mother ... that mother is 
short of being a monster 
but she’s still veiy much 
drawn in a way that’s fa¬ 
miliar.” 

Columpar adds that typ-

My mother is Lorna Mary 
Morris Lawrence Brodie, a 
very proper 89-year old 
English war veteran who 
watched Allied bombers fly 
across the channel to 
France on D-Day from her 
radar desk. 

She met my father, Col. 
John Brodie, and came to 
Canada with him as a war 
bride, where she knew no 
one.

K evin Drew has a 
warning for fel¬ 
low indie rockers 
— don’t get 
greedy. 

The singer and guitarist 
has seen a lot of changes 
in the music business 
since Broken Social Scene 
came together nearly a 
decade ago. For one, there 
are more people paying 
attention to bands that 
would have never re¬ 
ceived attention in the 
pre-Napster days. And 
that’s not necessarily a 
good thing. 

“The success of indie 
rock has brought more 
greed into the fold,” 
warns BSS’ co-founder and 
co-owner of Toronto label 
Arts & Crafts. 

Drew says a lot of corpo¬ 
rate money is flooding in¬ 
to the scene, and bands 
are jumping at the chance 
to land a big paycheque at 
the risk of their integrity. 

He points to the Flam¬ 
ing Lips, whose single Do 
You Realize was the 
soundtrack for a Land 
Rover commercial. “It was 
one of the worst spots 
ever,” he says. “It was a 
song written to his lover, 


and the commercial was a 
car, rear view mirrors and 
the grill.” 

BSS has had their music 
in a commercial too, but 
Drew justifies using Stars 
and Sons in a Cadbury 
spot because it was only 
shown in New Zealand 
and he thought it was well 
done. (It is a really neat 
commercial — Google it.) 

Because commercials 
are often as powerful to¬ 
day as an MTV video used 
to be, he thinks a day will 
come where corporations 
demand bands pay them 
to use a song. “It’ll be like 
payola,” he says. “When 
that day comes that 
means we failed, we went 
about this all wrong.” 

With that in mind, it’s 
unlikely music from BSS’ 
new album, Forgiveness 
Rock Record, will wedge 
its way into your prime¬ 
time TV schedule. Howev¬ 
er, if there was any disc 
ripe for the corporate 
treatment it’s this one. 

The band’s fourth re¬ 
lease does away with the 
fuzzy noise, drowned out 
vocals and melodic wall of 
sound that’s marked pre¬ 
vious efforts. It’s a pop 
record, through and 
through. It’s refreshing to 
hear Drew and Brendan 
Canning’s voices, and the 
songs are as strong as 
ever, but for better or 
worse, this record is their 
most conventional. “It’s a 
more cohesive pop record 
than we’ve ever made be-

fore,” he says. “I love buiy- 
ing the vocals but it didn’t 
work. And a lot of the 
sound is just time and 
age.” 

Part of it was also that 
BSS, once a band that had 
upwards of 18 members, 
is now down to six (in¬ 
cluding Charles Spearin, 
Andrew Whiteman, Justin 
Peroff and Sam Goldberg). 
Drew says they simply 
couldn’t manage so many 
strong willed people, each 
with their own projects 
and managers. 

“We really became a 
band in 2008,” he says. 
“We wanted to make a 
point for people to know 
that this is a really fo¬ 
cused effort by these peo¬ 
ple. It feels like there’s ac¬ 
tually boundaries and 
walls and places for peo¬ 
ple.”

Halderman gets 
six-month sentence 


letterman The former CBS 
television producer who 
tried to shake down David 
Letterman over the comic 
icon’s office affairs started a 
six-month jail term yester¬ 
day, closing a case that 
opened Letterman’s behind- 
the-scenes behaviour to 
public scrutiny. 

Robert “Joe” Halderman, 
52, didn’t speak before he 
was led from a Manhattan 
court in handcuffs to begin 
his jail sentence, to be fol¬ 
lowed by 1,000 hours of 
community service. He 
agreed to both when he 
pleaded guilty in March to 
attempted grand larceny. 

Letterman wasn’t on 
hand for Halderman’s sen¬ 
tencing yesterday. But 
throughout the six-month 
saga, Letterman made him¬ 
self a presence in the case, 
if not the courtroom. 

He revealed the black¬ 
mail plot — and the work¬ 
place dalliances at the heart 
of it — before prosecutors 
unveiled the case. He dis¬ 
patched his lawyers to 
many of Halderman’s court 
appearances with state¬ 
ments in hand for the press, 
and Letterman himself 
commented during a TV 
appearance last week 
on the toll the dis¬ 
closures had taken 
on his personal life. 

Halderman, 52, 
admitted in March 
that he demanded $2 
million in hush mon¬ 
ey last fall to keep 
from revealing 
personal in¬ 
formation 
about Let¬ 
terman. 



he’d culled from peeking at 
a former girlfriend’s diaiy, 
which described a relation¬ 
ship with Letterman, her 
boss, officials have said. 

Besides being stung by 
jealousy, Halderman also 
was under financial pres¬ 
sure, his lawyer has said. 
Lawyers for Halderman’s 
ex-wife have said in court 
papers that he was strug¬ 
gling with money in the af¬ 
termath of their divorce, 
and Halderman told a Let¬ 
terman lawyer in a secretly 
taped conversation about 
his demand that he needed 
money to visit his son. 

“I feel great remorse for 
what I have done,” Halder¬ 
man said when he pleaded 
guilty. 

The case spurred Letter- 
man to disclose on-air that 
he’d had sex with women 
on his staff, stunning view¬ 
ers, stripping away his well- 
guarded privacy and initial¬ 
ly tarnishing his good-guy 
image. 

Viewers have stuck with 
Letterman, whose show av¬ 
erages 4 million viewers 
this season, up 3 per cent 
over last season, according 
to the Nielsen Co. Letter- 
man didn’t have to compete 
against Jay Leno for sever- 
M al months this season. 
\ ', But the scandal dealt 
Letterman an emo- 
w tional blow. “You take 
a look at the explosion, 
and it knocks you 
down,” he said Friday on 
Live! With Regis 
and Kelly.

Broiled Salmon 
with Avocado- 
Mango Salsa 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 1/2 tsp paprika 
2 tsp ground coriander 
3/4 tsp salt 
4 skinless, boneless 
salmon fillets 
1 large mango, peeled and 
cut into 1-cm chunks 
1 hass avocado, peeled and 
cut into 1-cm chunks 
1 cup canned chickpeas, 
drained and rinsed 
1/3 cup chopped cilantro 

1 tsp grated lemon zest 

2 tbsp fresh lemon juice 
2 tsp olive oil 

6 cups mesclun or frisee 
lettuce, torn into bite-size 
pieces 

METHOD: 

1. In large bowl, stir papri¬ 
ka, coriander and salt. 


Measure out 2 tsp spice 
mixture and sprinkle over 
salmon, rubbing it into 
fish. Place salon, slcin-side 
down, in broiler pan. 

2. To remaining spice mix¬ 
ture, add mango, avocado, 
chickpeas, cilantro, lemon 
zest, lemon juice, and oil; 
toss to combine. 

3. Broil salmon 15 cm 
from heat 5 minutes for 
medium. Serve salmon 
and salsa on bed of frisee 
lettuce.
